No. 109 -ITC(PN)/ 60 . —Attention of the importers is invited to Public Notice 
No. 86-ITC(PN)/60 dated the 17th June 1980, under which the publishers and/or 
printers of newspapers etc. who are Actual Users of Newsprint were permitted to 
dispose of normal quantities of waste newsprint including reel-ends without obtain¬ 
ing the specific permission of the licensing authority, provided they furnish a 
monthly statement showing the quantities of newsprint imported against particular 
licences, the quantities of waste newsprint Including reel-ends sold, and fhe names 
cf parties to whom sold. 

2. It is noticed that the statement showing sale etc. referred to above is not 
being submitted regularly by the parties concerned; further, that the information 
when furnished is not uniform. It has, therefore, been decided that in future the 
information should be furnished on the prescribed form as per the details given 
below: — 
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3, It is hereby prescribed that the Actual User will submit the above return so 
as to reach the Office of the Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, New Delhi 
by the 15th of the following month. If there is no sale in any month, ‘Nil’ return 
should also be sent.. If the return is not sent regufarlv by the prescribed date for 
3 consecutive months, the question of withholding the quota of Newsprint to the 
Actual Users concerned will be considered. 
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Subject: — Import of “Fruits” all sorts, excluding coconuts and cashewnuts, fresh, 
dried, salted or preserved, n.o.s. and excluding Dates [S. No. 21 (a)/IV], 

No. 110 -ITC(PN)/ 60 . —Attention of the trade is invited to Public Notice 
No. 104-ITC (PN)/60 dated the 19th August 1960 issued by the Ministry of Com¬ 
merce and Indust’y, Government of India on the above subject. 

2. It has now been decided to issue further permits for import of fruits (dried 
and fresh), falling under S. No. 21(a), Part IV from Afghanistan on the basis 
of advance licensing, subject to subsequent adjustment as per entitlement of 
the approved importer concerned in accordance with the policy for the 1960-61 
period. These permits will be issued for a value not exceeding Ra. 15,000 to 
the approved importers, who were borne on the Registers of the Deputy *Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports (Central Licensing Area) New Delhi and the 
Joint Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Bombay as approved importers 
during the Agreement period 1959-60. Applications in terms of this Public 
Notice should be made to reach the licensing authorities on or before the 15th 
October, 1960, 

3. The other terms and conditions applicable to the permits that will be issued 
in terms of this Public Notice will be the same as specified in Public Notice 
No. 104-ITC (PN)/0O dated the 19th August, 1960.
